CITY COUNCIL 
PROCEEDINGS 


Street Laborers Succeed in Get­ 


tine Their Pay Raised to 


20c an Hour 


SIDE 
WALK 
LINE 
CHANGED 


In the Fourth Ward and [Curbing 


Permits Granted in Sec­ 


ond Ward 


When the city council was called to 
order at the regular meeting Monday 
evening all the members except Alder­ 
man Turcotte were present. 
The minutes of the last regular m eet­ 
ing were read. 
A discussion arose as 
to whether or not a motion was made 
at the last regular meeting calling a 
special meeting for August 27th. 
The 
m atter was finally settled by an agree­ 
ment to adjourn to th at date. 
Alderman Fogelstrom and Alderman 
Drexler from the committee on streets, 
sidewalks and bridges, reported in fa­ 
vor of granting an increase 
from 17J 
cents per hour to 20 cents per hour for 
laborers and from 35 cents per hour to , 
40 cents per hour for teams and team­ 
sters. 
On motion of Alderman Twohey the 
report was adopted. 
Alderman Bouck i 
wanted ato amend the motion to make 
the day 9 hours, but it seemed to be 
the sentiment ot the council that as the 
city was paying as much or more than 
private contractors that it was unw*se 
to reduce the day. 
A communication was read from A. 
A. 
White claiming an overcharge in 
sidewalk assessment on lot 4, block 47. 
It was referred to the street commit­ 
tee, over a protest of Alderman Fogel­ 
strom that it should be referred to the 1 
city engineer. 
A notice was received from 
the 
Smith Bro.’s agency of the expiration 
of an insurance policy. The communica­ 
tion was on motion of Alderman Twu- 
hey referred to the purchasing com­ 
pany. 
The petition of property owners on 
North Broadway .asking permission to 
curb that street from Kingwood to 
Grove street, was on motion granted. 
A similar petition from J. M. Quinn 
for permission to curb around his lots 
at the southeast corner of block 189, 
wras on motion approved. 
A petition for a change in the ordin­ 
ance governing the position of side­ 
walks in the Fourth Ward. 
The petiti- 
tioners wanted the walks set out twro 
feet while certain remonstrants wanted 
the walks placed on the property line. 
Alderman Drexler stated that there 
was 700 feet of walk laid according to 
the ordinance and fifty telephone and 
electric light poles that would have to 
be moved. 
Alderman Fogelstrom advocated the 
change of the ordinance, while Alder­ 
man Bouck opposed the change, saying 
that many of the trees would have to 
be cut down or moved if the the line of 
the sidewalk was changed. 
Messrs. 
Brandt, 
Mike Satula and 
Peter Peterson addressed the council 
in the matter. 
Mr. Fox opposed the change 
and 
Peter Bisiar advocated it. 
Alderman 
Twohey did not wish to get mixed up 
in the m atter. 
Alderman Graham said 
that it was the duty of Alderman Drex­ 
ler as a member of the committee on 
streets to examine the walks 
Mr. 
Setula got angiy and began to roast 
the city council and said there would be 
a row if the council did not do as he 
wished them to. 
Alderman Fogelstrom made a motion 
seconded by Alderman Graham that 
the city attorney be instructed to draw 
an ordinance changing the sidewalk 
line as requested. 
The motion was carried. 
Judge Fleming appeared before the 
city council in behalf of A. G. Schncll 
and J. M. Quinn, to find out if possi­ 
ble, why they were discriminated against 
in the m atter of furnishing electric 
light. 
He recited a number of build­ 
ings which had been provided with 
lights since they applied and were told 
that there was no power. 
He also re­ 
ferred to the fact that lights had been 
put in for purely ornamental purposes 
since they had been 
refused needed 
lights. 
Alderman Baker, chairman of the 
committee on electric lights stated, as 
did Alderman F arrar that he was not 
aware that any residences had been 
provided with lights since the parties 
in question made their application. 
Superintendent 
Baker stated that 
there had been lights added in the bus­ 
iness district only as others had been 
taken off. 
Mr. 
Fleming insisted that 
such discrimination was unfair and il­ 
legal. City Attorney Ryan agreeing 
with him as to the latter point. 
The 
council stood pat on its decision not to 
change its methods and Mr. Fleming 
withdrew, stating that he had secured 
all he expected—a definite statem ent 
of their attitude. 
A petition was presented from resi­ 
dents on South Ninth street asking 
that the piles of ties on that street be­ 
tween Laurel and Maple be removed 
from the street. 
Alderman Twohey said there was no 
use of the council taking any action, 


that the mayor had been instructed time 
and again to enforce the ordinance re 
lating to the m atter but had failed to 
do so. 
Mayor Wise stated that he was 
awaiting the expected visit of Superin­ 
tendent Kline to this city lo take the 
m atter up with him. 
No one seemed 
to know, said the mayor, who owned 
the ties. 
President Johnson did not think the 
ties were bothering 
anyone and a 
spirited tilt between him and the city 
attorney took place over the matter. 
The latter advised instructing the street 
commissioner to haul the ties off and 
dump them on the railroad right-of- 
way. 
Another rather 
spirited discussion 
took place over the failure to complete 
the bridges and culverts commenced 
earlier in the season 
Alderman Fogel­ 
strom was inclined to lay the blame on­ 
to the street commissioner while that 
gentleman was ready to do the work if 
the street committee would designate 
the material desired to be used.

Stories That Illustrate the Sena­ 
tor’s Marked Traits. 


MAN WHO TOOK NO CHANCES 


Anecdote« Told About Hie Great C a u ­ 
t io n -K n o w n at a Mediator at C o l­ 
lege— Sample of H i* Discreetness In 
Answering Some Pointed Questions. 


Senator William Boyd Allison, dean 
of the seuate, who recently died at his 
home In Dubuque, la., had the reputa­ 
tion of being the most cautious tnnu In 
public life. 
He took no chances, but 
always qualified his statements. 
This 
was never more dearly shown than 
when a citizen of Dubuque made a bet 
that he could force the senator to say 
"Yes" to a direct proposition. 
Half a 
dozen friends went nlong to see the 
miracle performed. They entered Alli­ 
son’s office and chatted on various top­ 
ics. 
Presently a flock of sheep, newly 
sheared, eutne by. 
"Those sheep have Just been sheared, 
senator," said the man who had made 
the bet, winking at his companions. 
Senator Allison gazed earnestly at 
the sheep. Then he softly replied, "It 
looks like It on this side." 
One day in the senate this anecdote 
Was duplicated nfter a fashlou. There 
had been discussion about the wisdom 
of appropriating a lump sum annually 
for keeping the sidewalks and streets 
of Washington free from snow' and ice. 
Mr. Allison was drawn into the discus­ 
sion. 
"Snow has been falling on the streets 
and sidewalks of Washington for many 
years past,” observed Mr. Allison. 
"And will for many years to come," 
Interposed Senntor Spooner. 
"As to that.” replied Senator Allison, 
"I will not prophesy.*’ 
At college some of the traits of char 
ncter which have since been observed 
in Senator Allison were conspicuous. 
An old classmate of U’s once said of 
him: "Allison was a born politician. 
He never gave offense. 
I wus at col­ 
lege with him and In his class. 
lie 
was known then as the mediator, 
if 
there w’as a difference between stu­ 
dents Allison was the arbitrator. 
He 
always commanded the respect of his 
teachers and th* confidence of his 
classmates. 
He was one of the few 
young men I have known who had In 
a very remarkable degree the power ot 
reserve. 
He had very many cordial 
friends, but no special intimates, and 
even to the select few he gave no un 
limited Insight Into the workings of 
his heart and mind. He was even then 
self reliant and discreet.” 
"The great pacificator of the senate’ 
was the name given to Senator Allison 
by his colleagues, and the history ot 
some of the misunderstandings which 
Senator Allison smoothed away and 
some of the compromises he effected 
show's that the title was deserved. 
If there was one senator handler at 
concealing his position on public ques 
tlons than Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Is 
land It was Mr. Allison of Iowa. 
One 
day he dictated a long letter to his sec­ 
retary In answer to some very pointed 
questions of a constituent. 
When he 
had finishes! he asked, "W hat do yon 
think of that reply?” 
The secretary thought hard for a mo­ 
ment and then, <n halting tones, an­ 
swered. "To be eutlrely candhl, sena­ 
tor, It is difficult to gather exactly 
what you mean.*’ 
"Admirable, admirable!” 
exclaimed 
Allison, 
with 
almost 
childish 
glee. 
"That’s precisely the Idea I wished to 
eouvt-y.” 
The late Senator Hoar of Massachu­ 
setts In his "Recollections of Seventy 
Year»** has this to say of Allison: 
HU chief distinction has been gained 
by n service of thirty years tn the sen­ 
ate. 
During all that tim e he has done 
what no other man tn the country, In my 
Judgment, c<ml<J have done so well. 
He 
has been a i mmber of the com m ittee on 
appropriation* for twenty years, m ost of 
the time as chairm an, and for tw enty-six 
yearB a m. mber of ths com m ittee on 
finance. 
He has controlled 
more than 
any other m an—Indeed, more than any 
other ten m en—the vast and constantly 
Increasing pub ic expenditure, am ounting 
to more than » thousand million» annual­ 
ly. 
It has been an economical and Wise 
expenditure. 
That 
Is 
a 
knowledge 
In 
which nobody else In the senate except 
Senator H ale of Maine and Senator Cock­ 
rell of M issouri can compare with him. 
He has by his wise and moderate counsel 
drawn the fire from many a wild and 
dangerous 
schem e 
which 
menaced 
ths 
public peace and safety. 
He Is like a 
naval engineer, regulating the head of 
steam , but seldom show ing him self on 
the deck. 
I think he has had a good deal 
of Influence In som e perilous tim es In de­ 
ciding whether the ship should keep sa fe­ 
ly on or should run upon a rock and go 
to the bottom. 
Senator Allison had more aide« to 
his character than the average public 
man. 
He was fond of books, art and 
travel, 
lie knew the politic» of Eu­ 
rope nearly as well as the affairs of hl> 
own country. 
Mr. Allison was social 
In his tastes and was one of the con­ 
spicuous figures In Washington society. 
He was very dignified, very kindly and 
gentle In his muuuer, and he possessed 
I very marked sense of humor that In- 
tuenced his whole life. 
He never took 
himself seriously and had one of the 
egotism and vanity which so often be­ 
long to men iu high positions.

The City of Cleveland, Recently 


Launched, a Floating Palace. 


SUPERB INTERIOR DECORATION 


Largest Side Wheel Passenger Steam ­ 
ship In the World Has Many Unique 
Features — Splendid Private Parlors 
and Convention Halls Provided. 


The 
largest xiUo 
wheel 
pftm ngei 
steamer in the world, ulso different 
In many important features of con­ 
struction from any oth«*r ship afloat, 
was recently launched qu the great 
lakes, says a Cleveland (O.t dispatch. 
Among other things It Is claimed that 
•he possesses the only Ixiw rudder <»p- 
eroted by steam gear lu the world, nnd 
within her pilothouse Is the Innovation 
of three wheels. 
Her engines have 
8.000 horsepower, nnd she attains the 
unusual six'«! of twenty five miles an 
hour. 
She has been given the name 
City of Cleveland and was built nt n 
cost of $1,260,000. 
Think of n smokestack on a lake 
steamer 75 feet high and 102 Inches 
In diameter! Through a section of this 
stack lying on its side a team of horses 
and wagon can pass with case. 
A 
man can stand upright Inside and, 
reaching up, fall to touch the other 
side. 
The new 
ship has two such 
smokestacks, nnd a larg«* touring car 
carrying four men was actually driven 
through a portion of one of them while 
at the shipyards. 
The steamer Itself Is 444 feet long 
and 1M> feet wide. 
While not as long 
as the largest of Iron ore <*arrylng 
ships which we hear so nm* h about 
nowadays, it is much wider. 
There 
are seven decks, and an elevator «*p 
erated 
by 
electricity 
communicates 
with all of them. There are 500 state­ 
rooms, each equipped with running 
water; automatic tire alarms nnd tele­ 
phone connections. 
When th«* steam 
er Is lying at the dock ten city tele­ 
phone lines can be usetf. 
When out In 
tin* lake it is connected with land by 
w ireless telegraph. 
The most notable Innovation of tin* 
new ship from a mechanical stand­ 
point Is th«* bow rudder heretofore 
mentioned. 
This device enables her 
to be handled as easily as a yacht. 
It 
enables her to be turned in a little 
more than her own length, and she can 
back as rapidly and accurately as she 
can go ahead. 
In a crowded or nar­ 
row channel it Is of great value. 
The 
bow not only is a time saving device 
but Is a safeguard in case of emer 
geney. 
Another Interesting feature of con 
atructlon is the ship’s hol«l and double 
bottom. 
The hull Is of mild steel up 
to the main rail and Including the 
main deck, which Is sheathed In wood 
to deaden the sound. 
The hold Is di­ 
vided 
Into 
ten 
compartments, 
and 
thes«* compartments are fitted 
with 
water tight steel d«x>rs, which can be 
opened or closed by means of a hy­ 
draulic gear operated In the engine 
room 
In case of emergency any of 
these compartments can be shut off 
from the rest «»f the ship as though 
hermetically sealed. 
In addition to 
th K t liero Is virtually a double Inner 
bottom. 
To change the trim of the 
ship or the draft, water ballast la car- 
rleil. 
Great tanks holding twenty-five 
tons are located on the guards or amid­ 
ships. 
Thor«* is an electric light plant of 
2.000 nr«* lamps. 
The architecture of the new* ship is 
marvelous In many ways. 
The most 
notable perhaps is the grand stairway 
which leads from the lobby to the main 
salon. 
It is of wrought brass and 
verd. Tin* banisters are caned. 
It re 
sembles the stairway of some old world 
palace. 
In the grand salon the panels 
are of Mexican mahogany, and the <le<*- 
oratlons are of Louis XVI. and culmi­ 
nate in exquisitely carved cornices. In 
the grand salon also is u iir«*pl:n*<* 
which Is connected with one of tin* 
smokestacks and is also among the In­ 
novations. 
Its facings and lu arth nr<* 
of marble, and it is framed In mirrors 
and old gold panels. 
On th«» ceiling 
of the grand salon are great panels, 
bordered by richly carved frames and 
Inclosing mural paintings. About these 
are ornamental panels In relief. 
From 
the center of the celling are huge elec­ 
troliers In keeping with the decorative 
scheme. 
Twenty private parlors nr«» 
finished In Mnrie Antoinette an«l colo­ 
nial styles, with the predominating 
scheme ivory and gold. 
About the 
main salon run double galleries, which 
afford access to the staterooms and 
exits to the decks. 
Convention halls have been provid­ 
ed finished In figured Circassian wal­ 
nut, 
designed 
In 
Elizabethan 
style. 
They are fl«x)re«l with rubber tiling 
and inclose«l with an almost continu­ 
ous surface of plate glass. 
A stair­ 
way designed In Louis XVI. style leads 
from the gallery deck to these rooms. 
The main dining room Is In the hol­ 
low of the ship, Is seventy feet In 
length nnd Is decorated In art nouveau 
etyle. 
Extending the entire length are 
sideboards with doors paneled In «juar 
tered oak and finished In richest for­ 
est green. 
Above these are panels of 
carved grills, alternating with dainty 
china closets. 
The floor Is of squares 
of green tile, anil the light comes from 
electroliers of quaint old lantern de­ 
sign. 
There are private dining rooms 
finisht»d In Flemish renaissance style. 
Five thousand five hundred yards of 
carpet were required In carpeting this 
giant steamer. 
It is also equipped 
with 8.400 pieces of silver service, 
6,500 pieces of crockery, 2,000 pieces 
of glassware, and these are but a few 
of the Interesting figures which might 
be quoted to illustrate the great size 
of the new* ship.

For Arrest and Conviction of the Mur­ 


derers of the 
Riot Victim s— Scat­ 


tered Sections of the City Again in 


an Uproar. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 18.—One more 
victim was added to the death list of 
the Springfield mob when J. W. Scott 
succumbed to a gunshot wound in the 
lungs received Friday night. 
Scott’s 
death brings the total to six and is 
the fourth chargeable to the disorder 
in the “Black B elt” near Tw elfth and 
Madison streets. 
It wras here that the 
hunted 
negroes 
made 
their 
stand, 
firing upon the heads of the mob from 
windows and roofs. 
Another death 
is expected momentarily. 
W. H. Bowe, clerk in the county 
treasurer’s office and one of the most 
popular citizens of Springfield, is slow­ 
ly sinking from the effects of the bul­ 
let wounds and the beating which he 
received from a crowd of negroes F ri­ 
day 
night. 
Bowe’s 
friends 
have 
warned the authorities that “Billy” 
will be avenged and the event of his 
death will cause a redoubling of vigi­ 
lance by the troops’ commanders. 
“W ait until the troops go,” Is the 
word that has been passed around 
town and, recognizing the strength of 
the undercurrent, the state, city and 
county officials are taxing every ef­ 
fort to turn public opinion toward law 
and order. 
To that end Governor De- 
neen has been in conference w ith offlr 
cials of various civic bodies, including 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Spring­ 
field Bar association and the Evangeli­ 
cal M inisters’ association. 
Evidence 
is not lacking th at many citizens who 
wTere known to have im portant testi­ 
mony regarding the mob and its lead­ 
ers have deterred from offering this 
to the state’s attorney because of 
threats of violence made against them 
anonymously. 
“The riot could scarcely have been 
avoided and is not in itself a disgrace 
to the city. 
The real disgrace will 
come lf the guilty are allowed to es­ 
cape,” is the slogan of the authori­ 
ties now. 
So the civic bodies are 
asked to urge all good citizens to re­ 
veal freely w hatever of testim ony they 
may possess. 
Only sheer weight of 
evidence Is likely to break through 
the local prejulice here and assure 
convictions, according to the police 
and other officinls. 
The gathering of evidence has be­ 
gun in earnest. 
Policemen in plain 
clothes were sent to search the houses 
of prisoners and suspects and as a re 
suit the police station looked like a 
general 
store. 
Groceries, hardware, 
m ens, boys’ and women’s clothing; 
dry goods and shoes were recovered 
in great quantities, most of them bear­ 
ing the price tags of the looted busi­ 
ness houses. 


Many Arrests Are Made.

sidewalk assessment on lot 4, block 47. 
It was referred to the street commit- i 


that the mayor had been instructed time 
; and again to enforce the ordinance re 
lating to the matter but had failed to 
do so. 
Mayor Wise stated that he was 
1 awaiting the expected visit of Superin­ 
tendent Kline to this city lo take the 
matter up with him. 
No one seemed 
to know, said the mayor, who owned 
the ties. 
President Johnson did not think the 
ties were bothering 
anyone and a 
spirited tilt between him and the city 
attorney took place over the matter.

Anecdotes Told About Hie Great Cau­ 
tion—-Known aa a Mediator at Col­ 
lege— Sampit pf Hie Discreetness In 
Answering Soma Pointed Questions. 


Senator William Boyd Allison, dean 
of the seuate, who recently died at his 
home In Dubuque, la., had the reputa­ 
tion of being the most cautious man In 
public life. 
He took no chances, but 
always qualified his statem ents. 
This 
was never more clearly shown than 
when a citizen of Dubuque made a bet 
th at be could force the senator to say 
“Yes” to a direct proposition. 
H alf a 
dozen friends went along to see the 
miracle performed. They entered Alli­ 
son’s office and chatted on various top­ 
ics. 
Presently a flock of sheep, newly 
sheared, came by. 
“Those sheep have just been sheared, 
senator,” said the man who had made 
the bet, winking a t bls companions. 
Senator Allison gazed earnestly at 
the sheep. Then he softly replied, “It 
looks like It on this side.” 
One day in the seuate this anecdote 
was duplicated after a fashiou. There 
had been discussion about the wisdom 
of appropriating a lump sum annually 
for keeping the sidewalks and streets 
of W ashington free from snow and ice. 
Mr. Allison was draw n into the discus­ 
sion. 
“Snow has beeu falling on the streets 
and sidewalks of W ashington for many 
years past,” observed Mr. Allison. 
“And will for many years to come,” 
interposed Senator Spooner. 
“As to that,” replied Senator Allison, 
“I will not prophesy.” 
At college some of the traits of char 
peter which have since been observed 
in Senator Allison were conspicuous. 
An old classm ate of b's once said ol 
him: “Allison was a born politician. 
He never gave offense. 
I was at col­ 
lege with him and in his class. 
He 
was known then as the mediator. 
ll 
there was a difference between stu­ 
dents Allison was the arbitrator. 
He 
alw ays commanded the respect of his 
teachers and th* confidence of his 
classmates. 
He was one of the few 
young men I have known who had in 
a very remarkable degree the power ol 
reserve. 
He had very many cordial 
friends, but no special intim ates, and 
even to the select few he gave no un­ 
limited insight into the workings ol 
his heart and mind. He was even than 
self reliant and discreet.” 
“The great pacificator of the senate’ 
was the name given to Senator Allison 
by his colleagues, and the history ol 
some of the m isunderstandings which 
Senator Allison smoothed away anc! 
some of the compromises he effected 
shows that tho title was deserved. 
If there was one senator handler at 
concealing his position on public ques 
tions than Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Is 
land It was Mr. Allison of Iowa. 
One 
day he dictated a long letter to his sec­ 
retary In answ er to some very pointed 
questions of a constituent. 
When he 
had finished he asked, “W hat do you 
think of that reply?'’ 
The secretary thought hard for a mo­ 
ment and then, Jn halting tones, an­ 
swered, “To be entirely candid, sena­ 
tor, It Is difficult to gather exactly 
what you mean.*’ 
“Admirable, adm irable!” 
exclaimed 
Allison, 
with 
almost childish 
glee. 
“T hat’s precisely the Idea I wished to 
convey.” 
The late Senator H oar of Massachu­ 
setts In his “Recollections of Seventy 
Years” has this to say of Allison: 
HU chief distinction has been gained 
by n service of th irty years In the sen­ 
ate. 
During till th a t tim e he has done 
w hat no other man In the country, In my 
judgm ent, could have done so well. 
He 
has been a m em ber of the com m ittee on 
appropriations for tw enty years, most of 
the tim e as chairm an, and for tw enty-six 
years a m em ber of the com mittee on 
finance. 
He has controlled more than 
any other m an—Indeed, more than any 
other ten men—the vast and constantly 
increasing public expenditure, am ounting 
to more than a thousand millions annual­ 
ly. 
It has been an economical and wise 
expenditure. 
T hat 
is a 
knowledge in 
which nobody else in the senate except 
Senator Hale of Maine and Senator Cock­ 
rell of M issouri can com pare with him. 
He lias by his wise and m oderate counsel 
draw n the fire from m any a wild and 
dangerous scheme which menaced 
the 
public peace and safety. 
He Is Uke a 
naval engineer, regulating the head of 
steam , but seldom showing him self on 
the deck. I think he has had a good deal 
of influence in some perilous tim es in de­ 
ciding w hether the ship should keep safe­ 
ly on or should run upon a rock and go 
to the bottom. 
Senator Allison had more sides to 
his character than the average public 
man. 
He was fond of bookit, art and 
travel. 
He knew the politics of Eu­ 
rope nearly as well as the affairs of his 
own country. Mr. Allison was social 
In his tastes and was one of the con­ 
spicuous figures In Washington society. 
He was very dignified, very kindly and 
gentle In his manner, and he possessed 
t very marked sense of humor that In- 
ftuenced his whole life. He never took 
himself seriously and had one of the 
egotism and vanity which so often be­ 
long to men in high positions.

Largest Bids Wheel Passenger Steam ­ 
ship In tbs World H as Many Unique 
Features — Splendid Private Parlors 
and Convention H alls Provided. 


The largest side wheel pasaengei 
steam er In the world, also different 
In many Im portant features of con­ 
struction from any other ship afloat, 
was recently launched QU the great 
lakes, says a Cleveland (O.) dispatch. 
Among other things it is claimed that 
•he possesses the only bow rudder op­ 
erated by steam gear In the world, and 
within her pilothouse is the innovation 
of three wheels. 
H er engines have 
8.000 horsepower, and she attains the 
unusual speed of twenty-flve miles an 
hour. 
She has been given the name 
City of Cleveland and w as built at a 
cost of $1,250,000. 
Think of a smokestack on a lake 
steam er 75 feet high and 102 inches 
in diameter! Through a section of this 
stack lying on its side a team of horses 
and wagon can pass with ease. 
A 
man can stand upright inside and, 
reaching up, fall to touch the other 
side. 
The new ship has two such 
smokestacks, and a large touring car 
carrying four men was actually driven 
through a portion of one of them while 
at the'shipyards. 
The steam er Itself is 444 feet long 
and 96 feet wide. 
While not as long 
as the largest of Iron ore carrying 
ships which we hear so much about 
nowadays, It is much wider. 
There 
are seven decks, and an elevator op­ 
erated 
by 
electricity 
communicates 
w ith all of them. There are 500 state­ 
rooms, each equipped with running 
w ater; automatic fire alarm s and tele­ 
phone connections. 
When the steam ­ 
er Is lying at the dock ten city tele­ 
phone lines can be used. 
When out in 
the lake it is connected with land by 
wireless telegraph. 
The most notable innovation of the 
new ship from a mechanical stand­ 
point is the bow rudder heretofore 
mentioned. 
This device enables her 
to be handled as easily as a yacht. 
It 
enables her to be turned in a little 
more than her own length, and she can 
back as rapidly and accurately as she 
can go ahead. 
In a crowded or nar­ 
row channel it is of great value. 
The 
bow not only is a time saving device 
but is a safeguard in case of em er­ 
gency. 
Another Interesting feature of con 
atruction is the ship's hold and double 
bottom. 
The hull is of mild steel up 
to the main rail and including the 
main deck, which is sheathed in wood 
to deaden the sound. 
The hold is di­ 
vided 
into 
ten 
com partm ents, 
and 
these com partm ents are fitted with 
w ater tight steel doors, which can be 
opened or closed by means of a hy­ 
draulic gear operated In the engine 
room. 
In case of emergency any of 
these com partm ents can be shut off 
from the rest of the ship as though 
hermetically sealed. 
In addition to 
this, there is virtually a double inner 
bottom. 
To change the trim of the 
ship or the draft, w ater ballast is car­ 
ried. 
Great tanks holding twenty-five 
tons are located on the guards or am id­ 
ships. 
There is an electric light plant of 
2.000 arc lamps. 
The architecture of the new ship is 
marvelous In many ways. 
The most 
notable perhaps is the grand stairw ay 
which leads from the lobby to the main 
salon. 
It is of w rought brass and 
verd. The banisters are carved. 
It re­ 
sembles the stairw ay of some old world 
palace. 
In the grand salon the panels 
are of Mexican mahogany, and the dec­ 
orations are of Louis XVI. and culmi­ 
nate in exquisitely carved cornices. In 
tho grand salon also is a fireplace 
which is connected w ith one of the 
sm okestacks and is also among the in­ 
novations. 
Its facings and hearth are 
of marble, and it is fram ed in mirrors 
and old gold panels. 
On the ceiling 
of the grand salou are great panels, 
bordered by richly carved fram es and 
inclosing mural paintings. About these 
are ornamental panels in relief. 
From 
the center of the celling are huge elec­ 
troliers in keeping with the decorative 
scheme. 
Twenty private parlors are 
finished in Marie A ntoinette and colo­ 
nial styles, with the predominating 
I scheme ivory and gold. 
About the 
main salon run double galleries, which 
1 afford access to the stateroom s and 
exits to the decks. 
Convention halls have been provid­ 
ed finished in figured Circassian wal­ 
nut, 
designed in 
Elizabethan 
style. 
They are floored with rubber tiling 
and inclosed with an alm ost continu­ 
ous surface of plate glass. 
A stair­ 
way designed in Louis XVI., style leads 
from the gallery deck to these rooms. 
The main dining room is in the hol­ 
low of the ship, is seventy feet in 
length and is decorated in art nouveau 
style. 
Extending the entire length are 
sideboards with doors paneled in quar­ 
tered oak and finished In richest for­ 
est green. 
Above these are panels of 
carved grills, alternating with dainty 
china closets. 
The floor is of squares 
of green tile, and the light comes from 
electroliers of quaint old lantern de­ 
sign. 
There are private dining rooms 
finished in Flemish renaissance style. 
Five thousand five hundred yards of 
carpet were required in carpeting this 
giant steamer. 
It is also equipped 
with 3,400 pieces of silver service, 
6,500 pieces of crockery, 2,000 pieces 
of glassware, aud these are but a few 
of the interesting figures which might 
be quoted to illustrate the great Blae 
of the new ship.
